A Grand Trunk Letter Produced 
Advising- Klondike Party to 
Outfit in Seattle. 



What the British Public Say ot the 
Developments— Proposal for 
a Truce, 



Montreal, March 1. — It was Btated in 
a Montreal paper that the Grand Trunk 
Railway Company were nob responsible 
for the precise wording of the petition 
to the United States commerce commit- 
tee at Washington, put in to secure more 
advantageous arrangements in their 
struggle with the C.P.R. This morning 
a prominent official of the C, P.R. stated 
to the Herald : 

" Unfortunately, considering the point 
which the Grand Trunk want to prove, 
the petition of the Grand Trunk told 
only the truth when it stated that the 
settlers stopped off in Minnesota. Ithas 
been an open secret among Western rail- 
way men for some time past that they 
could use the Grand Trunk line as they 
felt disposed to injure the C.P.R. in any 
way. Now it appears that the United 
States lines have authority to sign the 
Grand Trunk's name todocuraentB with- 
out the officials of that line bothering 
uthout seeing them." 

"Mr. Hayes recently stated that Ca- 
nadian interests and the Grand Trunk's 
interests are identical. Here is a proof 
of how parallel they are. It is a letter 
given by an official of the Grand Trunk 
to one of the road's passengers, advising 
him to purchase IiTb outfit in Seattle in 
preference to a Canadian city : 

" Grand Thi nk Railway System, 

" Quebec City, Feb, 22nd, 1808. 
"Mr. Mutant, Atjmt N.I'. I!.. Satttlr, H'n.J 
" Dear Hit, — This will introduce to you 
Mr. Gravel and party. They desire to out- 
fit at the most advantageous point, and 1 
have assuied them that with vour experi- 
ence and assistance they will he able to 
procure all they require "iu Seattle. Will 
you kindly give then) the benefit of your 
assistance, and also give them a letter to 
the steam ship people and the officials at 
Alaska. Permit me to thank you for your 
kind assistance to Mr. Clark. He was 
much pleased with his stay in Seattle, and 
the pointers and advantages obtained 
through you. I heard from hint at Juneau. 
Yours very truly,

GRAND TRUNK CRITICIZED. 

British Public Loathe to Believe That It 
Has Worked Against the Canadian 
Northwest— The Klondike Procession. 

Montreal, March 1. — (Special) — A 
Star cable from London says : " The 
railway rate war is a burning theme in 
the city. To-day's discussion turns j 
largely upon a Times Ottawa telegram, 
by which the Grand Trunk admits hav- 
ing worked in conjunction with United 
states lines to divert to the Western 
States British and European settlers in- 
tended for the Canadian North west. The 
Grand Trunk, under Mr. Hayes, 
has done so much of late to 
re-establish itself in public opin- 
ion here that this allegation 
must act most prejudicially. Great 
Britain is just now in too keenly an im- 
perialistic mood to appreciate an anti- 
British policy on the part, of a line built 
up by British capital. The friendB of 
the Grand Trunk here deny the allega- 
tion and say that Mr. Hayes will cer- 
tainly be able to contradict it. 

" Despite government and other efforts 
to keep back Klondikers until theBeason 
really opens for traffic via the Stikirie, 
steamers are now taking between two 
and three hundred each week, mostly 
booked to Vancouver. These numbers 
will be swollen next month, but agents 
do not anticipate' anything tremendous 
in the way of a rush from Europe. The 
Klondike fever is nevertheless checking 
general farm immigration for the 
moment." 



Grand Trunk folder which advises in- 
tending Klondikers that ''supplies can 
be beat purchased at Pacific coast points, 
Seattle. Victoria, etc., where tha mer- 
chants aro accustomed to put up just 
what is required." "That is building 
up Eastern Canada with a vengeance," 
he asserted, " telling people to buy goods 
in Seattle instead of in Montreal and 
Toronto. 

" In the petition which the Grand 
Trunk and the American lines presented 
to the Washington commission for 
authority to attack the Canadian Pacific, 
which authority was granted, they state 
that prior to the completion of 
the Canadian Pacific railway between 
Ontario and Manitoba, their lines 
enjoyed the whole or a large part of 
the traffic between these provinces, and 
many of the passengers found induce- 
ments to settle in Minnesota and other 
Western States. When the Canadian 
Pacific opened it confined the immigra- 
tion entirely to the Canadian Northwest. 
Minnesota to-day is largely inhabited by 
Canadians who would now be in Man- 
itoba if the C.P.R. had heen in exis- 
tence a year or two earlier than it was." 

YESTERDAY'S MOVEMENTS. 

United Stales Roads Promise a Truce and 
Grand Trunk Action Now Awaited. 

Nkw York, March 1.— At the trunk 
line passenger committee meeting to- 
day, general paesenger agents Daniels, 
of the N. V. C, and Roberta, of the Erie, 
submitted their report of the conference 
held last week with the Canadian Pa- 
cific in Montreal, with a view of bring- 
ing about a settlement of the war in 
transcontinental fares. The report sub- 
stantially shows the efforts of the com- 
mittee to secure an agreement for the 
suspension of hostilities pending a con- 
ference and arbitration, and consent 
thereto on the part of the C. P. K. Wes- 
tern lines have eo far (ailed to accept 
the proposition pending initial action by 
the G. T, R. A similar report was made 
to Ihe board of managers of the joint 
traffic association, 



GRAND TRUNK VERSION. 

Canadian Sympathy Asked Because of 
Efforts to Build Up Ontario and 
Quebec. 

Montreal, March 1.- (Special)— The 
Grand Trunk has issued a statement to 
the effect that their company had done 
more towards building up Ontario and 
Quebec than tho C.P.R., and that the 
C.P.R. had built up the Canadian 
Northwest at the expense of the older 
provinces by inducing immigration 
there, thus reducing tho population and 
land values of Ontario and Quebec. 

When shown to a Canadian Pacific 
official he pointed out the utter absurdity

A TRIP TO CUBA. 

United States Senators nnd Representatives 
Go to Spy Out the Land. 

Washington, March 1. — A party of 
senators and members of the house left 
Washington this afternoon for a trip to 
Cuba, They go by train to Fortress 
Montroe and from there will take a pri- 
vate yacht for Havana. The party will 
consist of Senators Gallinger, Thurston 
and Mooney and Representatives Amos 
J. CummingB and William Alden Smith 
and their wives. Senator Thurston said 
to-day that the trip was undertaken for 
the purpose of making a personal in- 
vestigation into affairs in Cuba. 

FRANCE IN AFRICA. 

Negotiations With Great Britain Proceeding 
and Adjustment Locked For. 

Pajus, March 1. — The minister of 
foreign affairs, M. Hanotaux, in the 
chamber of deputies to-day, said the 
government must maintain reserve on 
the whole West African affair, Btihjectto 
negotiations between France and Great 
Britain, He could say the negotiations 
were actively proceeding, and although 
difficulties inherent to such suggestions 
had arisen, there wbb every hope that 
arrangements would be reached in con- 
formity with the interests of both coun- 
tries. 

CUBAN FIGHTING. 

Large Bodies of Troops Engaged With 
Heavy Losses on Both Sides. 

Havana, March 1.— La Luca publishes 
an official dispatch giving an account of 
a battle in the province of Puerto Prin- 
cipe in which the insurgents are said to 
have lost 101 killed and wounded. Ac- 
cording to the dispatch, the battle took 
place February IS and 19, in and near 
the Santa Hinojosa hills. The Spanish 
force, which was under the command of 
Gen. Gimioez Castellanos, numbered 
2,400 infantry and 100 cavalry. The in- 
surgents numbered 3,000, The insur- 
gents Left S7 dead on the field. Among 
the killed were Col. Alvaro Rodriguez, 
Commandant Angelricio nnd other offi- 
cers. According to the dispatch the 
Spaniards lost one officer, Lieut. Porajo, 
and seven soldiers killed, and three offi- 
cers and 73 soldiers wounded. Tho 
Spanish troopB aro Baid to have captured 
many weapons, a large quantity of am- 
munition and '3-1 horses.

THE NAVAL LEAGUE. 

To the Editor:— Adverting to my 
letter in your issue of loth December 
last on the subject of the Naval League, 
may I be allowed to make another ap- 
peal to my fellow colonists and citizens 
to join the league, which haB been in 
existence about three years, and which 
haB done such good work in calling pub- 
lic attention to the necessity for strength- 
ening the navy upon which we all de- 
pend for protection against our enemies. 
Recent eventB in the far EuBt, the com- 
bination of RusBia, France and Ger- 
many to deprive the Jupaneee of the 
fruits of their victory over the Chinese 
by compelling her to give up the Lias- 
tung peninsula and Port Arthur after 
theBe had been surrendered to them by 
China, 

The alliance which we now know ex- 
ists between France and Russia, by 
which the former obtains the support of 
the latter in Abyssinia, Egypt and the 
upper Nile, all bearing upon our impe- 
rial policy in those countries. The in- 
tervention of Germany, which in 1895 
had a weak navy, and whose intereata 
in China are very insignificant, ia the 
brat manifestation of the German "world 
policy" which is due to William the aec- 
ond. " Russia has poaseBsed herself of 
Manchuria and North China, and seeks 
to posaeBB Korea, which is absolutely 
necessary to her to safeguard her rail- 
way when completed. The seizure of 
Kiaoehou by Germany must have been 
•with the consent of Russia. Then ru- 
mors of the annexation of Hainan by 
the French. Then the attempt to eject 
Mr. McLeavy Brown from his poet in 
Korea, and the hint that Sir Robert 
Hart might have to leave l'ekin. For a 
time Great Br tain remained outwardly 
inactive during this continental "com- 
bine " against ua, and had we been <tea- 
tituto of naval force we must have lost 
our trade, which, be it remembered, is 
eight-tenths of the whole foreign trade of 
China. Then theaailing of the British fleet 
north, re-seated -Mr. Brown in Korea. 
Our demand now appears to be for the 
opening of three new treaty ports, and 
that the valley of the Yang-tse shall bo 
made over to no other power. Our 
watchword ia " a fair Held and no fav- 
or," whereas "a lield barred to all trade 
but our own " ia that of our rivals. We 
seek to acquire no new territory, though 
our rivals do. Wo have to fight for our 
trade, to prevent stagnation and atarva- 
tion in the heart of the Empire. France 
and Russia are rapidly building abipa. 
We bnall complete -1 instead of 5 first 
claas battleships this year; France, -1 
firat class; Rtiaaifl, 2 first, 1 second and 1 
third class. The Italians have organized 
a league modelled on our own. 

As an Empire we desire peace; but 
let us remember that to enjoy that wo 
must be prepared for war. The Conti- 
nental combination against us at the be- 
ginning of this century should warn ua 
to bo prepared for another aimed at our 
integrity and prosperity. The immense 
national debt of Great Britain, in which 
Greater Britain ha: no share and no re- 
sponsibility, wan incurred to fight tbia 
combination, and we all know with what 
success. Had not victory, under that 
genius Nelson and hia great captains, 
crowned our efforts, 'we should not now 
be sitting here under our vines aijd fig 
trees and in peaceable occupation of four- 
fiftliB of the temperate and habitable 
parts of the globe. The capital oi the 
province, so near to the naval station, 
could fitly inaugurate this movement. 

The membership involves a payment 
of $5 a year, a portion of which ia re 
tained for local expenses A: present I 
do not propose to canvass lor members 
feeling that the movement should be I 
voluntary one. For the present a ppli 
cation to be made to me personally or by 
letter.

Beaven'a Amendment Striving 
to Introduce a Side Issue la 
Defeated. 



For some unaccountable reason there 
were only about a hundred and fifty people 
at the meeting called lust night in the City 
Jlnll " to discuss the advisability of asking 
the Dominion government to continue the 
all Canadian rcute from Telegraph Creek to 
some point on the Eastern coast of 
1>. C." That was the way the requisition 
read and every one in the city is in accord 
cm that proposition, but a note of discord 
was sounde 1 when Hon. Robt. Heaven, 
.ultcr the moving of a resolution in accor- 
dance with the object named in the requisi- 
tion, brought in an amendment which con- 
demned the Mackenzie-Mann contract f'i r 
building the Stikine-Teslin Lake railway. 
This was in the nature of a surprise to the 
meeting and after discussion was voted 
down and the main resolution carried, only 
three persons voting against it. 

Mayor Redt'eni being chosen chairman 
and .Mr. Beaumont Hoggs selected as secre- 
tary, the chairman made 11 few preliminary 
remarks to start the proceedings. Every- 
one was aware uf the great value of the 
Yukon district, ami the advantages that 
would accrue ,toiii the trade consequent 
upon its opening up and development. 
The restrictions, however, which the Uni- 
ted States were placing upon Canadian 
traffic going through the ir ports made it 
imperative to have an all-Caimdian route 
into the Yukon. Therefore lie trusted sin- | 
cerely that any resolution which might he 
placed before the meeting 
minion government t 
entirely in Canadian 
adian seaport, would 
port of everyone present . 

These preliminaries being settled Mr. 
Geo A. Kirk, president of the British 
Columbia Board of Trade, moved the first 
resolution. He did not need to make any 
long speech upon the subject, he said, be- 
cause the resolution was self-explanatory 
and contained his sentiments, 
sion reads : 

Whereas tiie discovery of 
Canadian Yukon has resulted 
pected rush of miners to that

is at present impracticable to reach the

ilr. Charles 11. '.ugriu took exception to 
the introduction of the amendment by ilr. 

The requisition distinctly read 
that the object of the meeting was " to dis- 
cuss the advisability of asking the Domin 
ion government to continue the all Can- 
adian route from Telegraph Cicek to some 
point on the Northern coast of Hritish Co- 
mrabin. If this meeting id' about 150 per 
sons proceeded to pronounce upon, in ad- 
dition, the line from Telegraph Creek to 
Teslin Lake ami the wisdom of muk 
iug the Mackenzie-Maun contract 
it would be taking an unfair ad- 
vantage of the people of Victoria. 
He was sure I lint all were in accord with 
the main resolution, and while there were 
several routes spoken of from the coast, 
personally lie believed that the one from 
Kitamat Arm was the best because of its 
magnificent harbor and the beautiful 
stretch of country which the lower part of 
t he road would open up. 

Mr. D. It. Ker, in supporting the main 
resolution, touched upon the trade ques- 
tion. It was safe to say that 1,000 people 
were leaving the Coast daily wit h an aver- 
age of 5300 each for ou tits lor the Yukon, 
That nn ant $!),000,ObUu month being spent 
on the Pacific Coast. How much of that 
was being lost to Hritish Columbia because 
we lacked an all-Canadian road. The urg- 
ency of securing this trade by the building 
of u railway by the first of September was 
the excuse for the bargain the government 
had entered into with Mackenzie it Mann. 
He had it on the host authority that, t lie 
road could be continu d to the coast and 
be ready to take in goods next spring. 

Mr. Geo. Jeeves, who bad [liken the in- 
itiative in getting up the requisition, said 
the meeting was not called to dictate as to 
how I he road was to be built, but simply 
to advocate thin the Dominion should have 
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it built. Therefor 
lesolution passed.

The effect of the 
railway would lie not only for Hritish I 
unibia to get all the trade into the I 
adian Yukon, but nine-tenths uf the 
Alaskan t rade as well 

Lieut. Col. Gregory was quite in accord 
vitli Aid. McCandless. He was in favor of 
t he government building railroads if pos- 
sible, but Mr. Beavn's amendment iv 
not in the interests of the miner 
ci ■ tint rv , hut si in pi v a politiea I in 
lion.' Robert heaven took tin 
again to maintain that his amendinei 
perfect ly in i irder and quite > ithi 
scope of t he requisition. 

I'he chairman bavin g put the qtt 
to the meeting the amendment was 
low n : The resolution was carried

Therefore be it resolved that the no- 
nunion an I Provincial governments he' 
urged to grant such assistance as may he 
necessary to secure 'he construction of a 
railroad from a Bi tab Columbia port to 
the Stikine River simultaneously with that I 
between tbeSlikine Hiver and 'I'eslin hake. J 
Resolved further that a copy of thisreso-l 
lution be telegraphed to the Hon. Minister 
of Railways at Ottawa, and copies mailed 
to all the ministers anil to the represen- 
tatives of li. r. and a copy he forwarded 
to the Hon. the Premier of British Co- 
lumbia. 

The seconder of this resolution was. Mr. 
W. T. Stein, secretary of the Vancouver I 
board of trade The Vancouver board, he 
said, was working in harmony with the; 
Victoria body in the effort to keep for Ca- 
nadians the trade of the Yukon, hut it was 
very evident that unless there was an all- ] 
Canadian railway to connect the Yukon 
with a British Columbia porl Canada would 
neverget her .-hare of the trade. He calcu- 
lated that at the rate of trade now being 
done there was twenty-four million dollars 
being lost yearly to Hritish Columbia. 

Hon. Robt lieaven -aid there would he 
noquestionof the importance of opening 
up a railway from a port of British Colum- 
bia to the Yukon. ( Hear, hear.) This was 
not a new question in this province and if 
lie went into ancient history he could tell 
of explorations having in view the opening 
of a road from the British Columbia const 
to the northern interior of the province. 
The resolution did not make any 
reference to the great give away 
involved in the contract on the Stikine- 
Teslin Lake Railway and he mentioned 
that the proper policy would have been 
for the Dominion government to have 
built the road as a Dominion work instead 
of giving a huge grant of land to the con- 
tractors. He believed that any expression 
of opinion from the people of t tie coast 
would have the effect of the withdrawal of 
the contract by the government at Ottawa 
to-day. The proper time to con- 
demn tin 1 contract was now before 
it was accomplished. He therefore 
resolved an amendment to the resolution 
;is follows: 

"Whereas it is highly desirable that a 
route should be opened and established 
through British territory from the North 
Pacific ocean to the head waters of t he 
Yukon river and that t he land portion of 
the same should he opened and controlled 
by the government ; and whereas a line for 
a road and waterway can undoubtedly be 
found from one of the iio'Mhern 
harbors of Hritish Columbia to the 
StikJne river, and thence to Teslin bake, 
from which point the Yukon river can 
readily be navigated . and 

Whereas, the parliament of Canada now 
contemplate authorizing the government 
to enter into a contract with Messrs, Mann 
and Mackenzie to construct a narrow gauge 
railway (rum the Stikine river to Teslin 
lake and to give to that linn a large extent 
of mineral land in the Yukon district, and 
other valuable i oncessions; 

Be it therefore resolved, that this meet- 
ing is of opinion that a road should 
be opened by the government from 
some harbor in Hritish Columbia 
;so as to give n through Canadian route 
from an ocean port to the Yukon mines; 
and strongly urges upon the govern inont of 
Canada to withdraw from parliament the 
act to ratify the contract with Mann ,fc 
Mackenzie, and to substitute a measure 
nut In irizing the government to build, en nip 
and operate the contemplated road be- 
tween the Stikine river and Teslin Hake as 
a government work, paying for it in cash, 
extending also the name power to the gov- 
ernment to const runt, a road from the sea- 
board of British Columbia to connect with 
the same." 

Keith-Wilson, who seconded this 
amendment, said he had come prepared to 
support any reasonable resolution, and the 
amendment offered by Mr. Heaven iptito 
curried liini away. He referred to the great 
mineral wealth of the district, and said to 
give away millions of acres of that rich 
mineral land would bo the crime of the

THE ONTARIO ELECTION. 

The returns as received up to 11 p.m. 
leave the result of the Ontario election 
in doubt, all that the Liberals claim ia a 
chance lor a bare majority. Possibly 
the corrected returns may make a few 
changes, but the result is a jjreat Liberal 
defeat, no matter which of the parties 
is able to count for itself a small majority 
of the mem beta elected. The issues iu 
the campaign were chiefly local — that is 
towards the last .of the campaign, At 
the beginning there was a disposition on 
the part of the Conservatives to intro- 
duce some of the questions debated in 
the federal arena, but later they confined 
themselves almost exclusively to local 
issues. As was mentioned in the Colo- 
nist a few days ago, their shibboleth 
was briefly "It ia time for a change," 
and the majority of the electors appear 
to have thought so. 

It is a very remarkable thing that this 
reversal in the political complexion of 
Ontario should have followed so closely 
upon the Conservative overthrow in the 
Dominion. During a quarter of a cen- 
tury of Conservative rule at Ottawa, 
Ontario remained true to the Mowat ad- 
ministration, but eeema to have taken 
the first occasion offering after the re- 
tirement of that distinguished leader 
from active participation in politics to 
Bend his party to the cold shades of op- 
position. It iB hardly worth while to 
attempt to assign the reasons for this 
change. Doubtless many combined to 
bring it about, 

To the Conservatives throughout Can- 
ada the result of the election will be full 
of encouragement. It shows how very 
slight the hold of the Liberals ia upon 
the country. It shows that if there 
Bhould be an appeal to the people this 
year, the Laurier ministry would almost 
certainly be defeated. This considera- 
tion iB of great interest, because it seems 
to have been understood that in the 
event of a great Liberal success in On- 
tario, a general election for the House of 
Commons would have been called this 
summer. Wo may dismiss any such 
thought as this now. 

It will probably be impossible 
for the Colonist to announce defi- 
nitely the result this morning, and 
tiie above comments aro bused upon the 
returns now at hand. Whatever the 
exact figures may be, the Conservatives 
of Ontario aro to be congratulated upon 
the splendid fight they have made, and 
the whole Conservative party in Canada 
will have learned a valuable Ipssod, 
namely, that they only need to close op 
their ranks and present an unbroken 
front, to lie able to sweep the country 
whenever an opportunity is given for 
the people of Canada again to express 
themselves at the polls. 

THE O RAN I) TRUNK. 

The explanation given by the Grand 
Trunk of its attitude in regard to the 
Yukon trade iB very unsatisfactory. It 
is idle for the management of that com- 
pany to say that they do not propose to 
influence the intending miner where to 
buy his outfit. They have boon doing so 
etoadily by carefully suppressing in all 
their appealB for business any reference 
to Victoria and "Vancouver. On the other 
hand they have been advertising Seat- 
tle everywhere. This is done under the 
guise of making public the Western con- 
nections of the road. The policy of the 
Grand Truuk under its present manage- 
ment is anti-Canadian and that is the 
same as anti-British. The Canadian Pa- 
cific has been fighting the battle of 
Canada in this matter and it has the 



sympathy of the whole Western country 
in the struggle in which it is now en- 
gaged. 

MEN NOR" 'ENOUGH. 

Our United States exchanges are jubi- 
lant over the fact that a return to the 
President showB the number of able- 
bodied men iu the country to be over 
ten millions, and this they seem to 
think is the measure of its fighting 
force. Numbers are a very poor guide 
to the military strength of the country. 
Undoubtedly il there Bhould come from 
Washington a call to arms an enormous 
host would rally in response; but it 
would be a mere rabble and it would bo 
a long time before it could be made into 
an army. Wo use the word rabble in 
no disparaging sense, but only to, em- 
phasize the non-existence of any means 
of arming the host or of mobilizing it. 
Without these any number of available 
men, so far from being an element of 
strength, may prove a source of 
weakness by misleading a nation into 
supposing itself more powerful than 
it iB in point of fact. We 
are not at all disposed to throw any 
doubt upon the military powers of our 
neighbors. To do eo would be entirely 
uncalled for; but in endeavoring to keep 
readers correctly informed as to current 
events it is necessary to mention a few 
things which show the real weakness of 
that country, existing under the simili- 
tude of vast strength. In so doing we 
have the sanction ol so eminent an 
authority as Lieut. -General Miles, com- 
manding the United States army, who 
two years ago drew the attention of the 
United States senate to the fact that al- 
though men in abundance were ready 
enough to take up arms, there were no 
means of arming them, of supplying 
them with ammunition, of officering 
them, of provisioning them or of mobili- 
zing them. In the strongest language lie 
warned the senate against allowing itself 
to bo misled by an array of number's. We 
fear that this advico has not produced 
the impression which its character and 
the standing of the person giving it 
should have caused it to receive. 

It is also evident that a large land 
force would be of very little service in 
the event of a war with Spain. The con- 
quest of Cuba would not call for a great 
army. If a hundred thousand men could 
be landed on the island they would 
doubtless be able, with the assistance oi 
the insurgents now under arms there, 
to handle any force that Spain could 
send. It ia quite within the power of 
the United States to organize and, after 
a time, properly equip a force of this 
strength, and it might be possible to 
land it on Cuba; but that would not be 
a very easy piece of work, for the rea- 
son that the enemy's ahipa could haraaa 
transport vessels even on so short a 
cruise. We think, however, that it would 
be quite withinihe measure of the ability 
of the war department at Washington to 
laud in Cuba a sufficient force to con- 
quer the island. We do not Bee for what 
other purpose the United StateB would 
require any large number of troops. The 
invasion of Spain would bo out of the 
question ; and we may feel very sure 
that Spain would not attempt anything 
so absurd aa the invasion of the United 
States. Wo are unable, therefore, to 
understand what particular advantage it 
iB to the United States to have over ten 
million able-bodied men to draw upon 
in a war in which not moro than one- 
hundredth part of that number could be 
need to any advantage. 

L A S T NIGHT'S MEET1 NO . 

The attendance at the meeting called 
last night to urge the immediate con- 
struction of a railway from Telegraph 
Creek to tfie coast was not nearly 
as large as the pressing im- 
portance of the question de- 
manded. Perhaps the smallness of the 
gathering, not more than one hundred 
and fifty people being present, was duo 
chiefly to the fact that everyone sup- 
posed the result of the meeting to be a 
foregone conclusion and that resolutions 
would be adopted urging the federal 
and provincial governments to nnito 
in securing the construction of the 
road referred to. A resolution of that 
character was adopted and undoubtedly 
expressed the opinion of all present, al- 
though there were three votes against 
it; but the meeting came very nearly! 
being a tiasco, by terminating in the 
passage of a resolution condemning the 1 
Mackenzie-Mann contract, and treating! 
the line to the Coast as quite it subordi- j 
nate matter. This shows that there is] 
danger in the apathy with which bo j 
many citizonB regard public meetings on 
important questions, and we hone that 
when the people of Victoria are here- ! 
after invited to be present to discuss 
matters of vital interest, they 
will turn out in sufficient num- 
bers „ to prevent the possibility 
of resolutions being passed by 
surprise. Last night's meeting was 
called for no other purpose than to ad- 
vance the project for the building of a 
railway from Telegraph Creek to the 
coaBt. The people of Victoria ho under- 
stood tho matter and wo venture to say 
thero would have been a great deal of 
surprise this morning if Colonist read- 
ers had learned that a majority of tho 
small gathering present last night had 
undertaken to pledge their fellow 
citizens to tho support of tho 
government in rejecting the Mac- 
kenzie-Mann contract and the con- 
struction of the Stikine-Teslin railway 
as a government work. Such a resolu- 
tion would have carried very little 



weight with it, for there ib not the 
least reason to suppose that anything 
which a few score of tho people of Vic- 
toria might say would influence the Do- 
minion government to alter its Bettled 
policy in a matter of this kind, 

We do not wiBh to bo understood as 
being opposed to the government con- 
struction of the railway referred to. On 
the contrary we should have been glad 
to have supported such a line of policy. 
But the urgency of the matter over- 
rules all other considerations, and so 
that the road is built at the earliest 
posBible day, we are not disposed 
to raise very much question over the 
land subaidy, which may or may not be 
of exceptional value. 

As to the through lino to the coast, 
we feel unable to add anything to what 
baa already been Baid iu favor of this ex- 
tremely important project. We need a 
road from a British Columbia sea port 
just as soon as it can possibly be con- 
structed. Our information is that such 
a line can be built so as to be available 
(or next year's trade, and that in the 
meantime it would be possible to get a 
good sleigh road through to connect with 
the Stikine-Teslin road next winter. 

It is baldly likely that, however tho 
linal count may determine the roBtilt of 
yesterday's voting, Ontario will go very 
long without a new election. Neither 
party appears likely to have a working 
majority. If the Liberals have escaped 
by tho skin of their teeth they will have 
to open one or two constituencies in or 
tier to fill up the vacancies in the gov- 
ernment raukB, in which case the min- 
isters offering for re-election will 
certainly bo opposed, and as the 
oss of a single seat would 
mean a government defeat, the wisest 
policy would be to dissolve the house at 
once. On the other hand, if tho govern- 
ment resigns and the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor calls on the Conservative leader 
to form a new administration, the latter 
will undoubtedly ask for a dissolution in 
preference to taking chances at by-elec- 
tionB, where the loss of a seat will mean 
the defeat of his government. So that 
in any event we may look for a new elec- 
tion in Ontario this summer. 



The New- Advertiser threatens that 
the local opposition may refuse to grant 
supply if the government does not dea 
with the question of redistribution at 
once, We do not believe such tactics 
can he successfully worked, and we very 
greatly doubt the ability of the opposi- 
tion to make good this threat, which we 
do not believe has the sympathy ot the 
majority of that party. Neither do we 
believe that the people of the province 
regard the question of redistribution of 
such importance as to be willing to give 
it precedence over all the other work of 
the session. This cry for redistribution 
on the part of the News-Advertiser 
is the hollowest sort of pretence 
It is simply an excuse for fac- 
tious opposition. The government 
will not, we feel sure, be Bwerved from 
the line of action, which it has resolved 
upon, by any such tacticB and if the op- 
position desire to waste the time of the 
house in prolonged debates over the esti- 
mates, the responsibility will reBt upon 
the shoulders of that party. A course 
like as tbia is all that is necessary to 
put the opposition in such a position as 
to forfeit any slight shred of popularity 
and public reBpect that it may have been 
able until now to retain. 



Thk Columbian seems to want a trial 
of right between the Dominion and the 
local legislatures aa to the enactment of 
reatrictions on Oriental labor. We do 
not eee how any queetion of right comes 
in. All laws enacted by any legislature 
are subject to disallowance when op 
posed to the policy of the Umpire, and 
this is the only way the validity of 
alien law passed by a province can be 
set aside. There is no question aa to the. 
constitutional power to enact such 
measure. 



Information reaches ua from Wrangel 
that the collector of customs at that port 
iB winning the praiee of all who have 
business with him by his efforts to so 
administer the law as to occasion ai 
little inconvenience as possible to per 
sons having goods in transit to points in 
Canada.

SIGNIFICANT ACTION. 

Japan Withdraws Coaling Privileges to 
Russia on the Suggestion ol the 
British Admiral. 

A significant bit of gossip in connection 
with the position of the several powers 
playing part in the Oriental drama of dip- 
lomacy, iy brought by the just-arrived 
steamer Taconia of the Northern I'acilic 
line, It is to the i ll'ect that prior to ber de- 
parture from Yokohama, on the 12th ult, 
Japanese ollicinls were not at all desirous 
ofilenying that an understanding existed 
between the Mikado's government and 
Great Britain, which was virtually a union 
as against Russia and Germany. ' 

In support of the opinion that fear of 
trouble was not yet admitted to be a thing 
of the past, the otlicers of the Tacomn 
pointed to the fact that the British fleet in 
Asiatic waters had all been supplied with 
double stores in the event ot emergency, 
while the admiral in charge had sent a note 
to Japan advising that the coal supplies of 
the Russians be cut oil'. It has been the 
practice of the Russian navy for many 
years past to rill bunkers from the Japanese 
coaling ports, and if the privileges of these 
are now denied it will mean a very great 
handicap in the movement of Russia's 
lighting craft on the Asiatic side. 

The request of the British admiral is 
said to have been complied with at once, 
Russia being notified that the coaling priv- 
ileges heretofore enjoyed would be with- 
drawn immediately.

LA CHAMPAGNJf,'jj MISHAP. 

Her Engines Badly Shaken Up— Repairs 
Likely to Be made in New York. 

Halifax, March 1.— The accident to 
La Champagne, which arrived here in 
tow of the freight steamer Roman, iB a 
most dangerous one, and will necessitate 
the ship going into dry dock. When the 
tail end oi the shaft snapped tho engines 
commenced to race ac a fearful rate, and 
this caused the connecting rod to break. 
The work of towing the big vessel to 
Halifax was not a very easy task for the 
Warren liner Roman, notwithstanding 
that she also is of immense proportions. 
Three times the towing cables were 
parted by heavy pitching of the ships, 
and each time it took considerable 
trouble to puss others. Finally two 
large steel lines and a massive manilla 
one were connected, and with them the 
helpless Buip wns brought safely into 
port.

Refused Yesterday. 

The motion to set aside the writ of re- 
plevin grunted against t he tug ( 'zar in favor 
of plaintilf in Dunsmuirv. Klondike it Co- 
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adjourned debate on t h 
the ninth report from the Private Bill 
committee— was reached at 2:35 o'clock. 

Mr. Korster, wdio had moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate, said that he had since 
seen nothing to cause him to change his 
opinion — that the adoption of this report 
would work great hardship on the petition- 
ers for the Yukon Railway bill. 

Hon Col. Baker thought that there 
could be no objection to the adoption of 
the report now that the chairman of the 
Private Bills committee had given the 
house his explanation of the matter — say- 
ing that the Private Bills committee had 
no objection to the petition, but that it 
must be brought before the committee and 
the house in proper form. 

The report was adopted on a division of 
22 to 3, Messrs Korster, Kennedy and 
Hume being recorded in the negative. 

Mr. Hunter then presented the tenth re- 
port, of the Private Bills committee, which 
was received as follows: 

"That your committee have considered 
petition No. 20, the petition of Downie 
Creek railway, and lind that the petition 
has mil complied with the standing orders, 
inasmuch as the petition exceeds the notice 
dated 17th November, 1897, and lirst pub- 
lished in the British Columbia < iazet te on 
the 20th day of November, 1897, in so far as 
the petition asks for the construction id' 
that part of the line down the Columbia 
river to Kevelstoke. and your committee 
recommend that leave be granted to intro- 
duce a bill in conformity with the said 
notice li rst published. 

" Your committee beg further to report 
that the prayers of the following petition-. 

viz.: No. 24a— Fort Simpson, Oleiiora and 
Klondike Railway; No. 26.\— Teslin Lake 
Electric Lighting Company ; No. 2<1a— Tes- 
lin Lake and Victoria I'elegraph and Cable 
Company, be not granted.' 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS.

Mr. Hills is a solicitor of the court, but 
hi' is not the solicitor on the record nor an 
agent of such solicitor. The case of the 
Duke of Northumberland vs. Todd, 7 CD, 
goes further than any oilier case ; there the 
plaintiffs had a country solicitor and a 
town solicitor; [lie lown solicitors were the 
solicitors on the record and employed tae 
country solicitors to obtain evidence, and 



solidated 1888. cap, 101, after enumerating 
the articles which may be replevied uses 
the general terms " or other personal prop- 
erty " or "other effects," and proceeds 
thus: "The owner or other person cap- 
able of maintaining an action ol trespass or 
trover for personal property may bring an 
action of replevin." A vessel is a ohatto 
and personal property, ami for wrongful 
detention i fa vessel an action for trespass 
will lie; therefore a writ of replevin will lie 
in the present case. The distinction be- 
tween an action of trespass and one of re- 
plevin is in the former case the plaintiff 
seeks to recover damages for the wrongs 
complained of; in the latter he seeks to re- 
cover the actual chattel. The fact that a 
ship has special legislation regulating its 
transfer, ownership, etc , etc., does not di- 
vest it of its original character as a person- 
al chattel, but merely points out the mode 
which the statute requires it shall be dealt 
with in certain cumstances. 

The case cited by Mr. Hunter, Galloway 
v. Burr, 12 Moore, onlv decides that replev- 
in does not lie for goods delivered under a 
contract of carriage or hire. If the plaintilf 
bad delivered this vessel to the defendants 
he could not have replevied her. The de- 
livery by the prior owner in pursuance oi 
his contract of sale would prevent such 
prior owner from obtaining a writ of re- 
plevin, hut it.has no bearing on the present 
case when the alleged wrongful possession 
arises from some one taking the vessel out 
of the custody of the plaintiff and deliver- 
ing it to the defendant. The case ol" Lull- 
man v&Luifman, cited by the Canadian 
Law Times February i) this year, may be 
valuable authority for the defendants at 
the trial, but on the points I have to de- 
cide, w hether the replevin lies and whether 
the proceedings are. in accordance with the 
stat ute, it is no help. I am of opinion t hut 
this motion must he refused, with costs to 
the plaintilf in any event.

Foreign Vessels Must Be Seaworthy 
to Carry Passengers From 
Canadian Ports. 



COUNTY COURT ACT,

amendment of this act and the desirability 
of it being^ so changed as to assimilate to 
that oi' Victoria, Australia. In that Brit- 
ish colony the county court net is in two 
parts. The one for adjudication of petty 
amounts is called the ClU court; the other, 
for sei i lenient of larger amounts, is called 
the CSOcourt

us, fora judge of the Supreme court, and 
more especially for the chief justiec, there 
to appear ami to dispose of so insignificant 
an amounl as two dollars, which 1 well re- 
member on one occasion I lie lute chief j us- 
tice. Sir Matthew Begbie, do, would to our 
brother colonists in A ustralia be regarded as 
so j r .posterous as to be t ought incredible. 

Now while in this ten pound court, the 
claims are heard before bis honor the chair- 
man : but when it is t he liO pound court its 
jurisdiction is enlarged, and consists of his 
honor the chairman and two assessors, 
which assessors are selected by the sheriff.

Precautions to Be Taken Against 
Overcrowding on Northern 
Going Vessels. 



The regulations which the Dominion de- 
partment of marine and fisheries has put in 
force will make it impossible for any Am- 
erican or foreign colli n ships to take part in 
the Yukon carrying trade— that is if they 
call at a Canadian port. These regulations 
which Steamboat Inspector Thomson re- 
ceived yesterday, are very necessary as the 
aim is to preserve the lives of passengers 
and to, as far as possible, prevent accidents 
by providing that all vessels unless they 
have passenger certificates from the British 
board of trade or are registered in Canada, he 
subjected to the provisions of the Steam- 
boat Inspection act. The result of this will 
he that it will he impossible for a steamer 
that is not seaworthy to carry passengers, 
and the inspectors will also see to it that 
there is no overcrowding. Inspector 
Thomson and Captain Collister will be as- 
sisted by several other inspectors in their 
worlc. Notice of the regulations will he 
sent to the various steamship agents anil a 
reasonable time will be given them to com- 
ply with the requirements. The instruc- 
tions received by Inspector Thomson from 
Mr K. Courdeau, deputy minister of 
marine, are as follows : 

" Enclosed herewith I forward you a copy 
of an iirder-iiicouiicil dated the 27th day of 
January last, directing that passenger 
steamboats -other than steamboats hold- 
ing passenger certificates from Her Ma- 
jesty's Board of Trade registered else- 
where than in Canada, engaged in carrying 
passengers to orf'rom Canada, be subjected, 
with certain except ions, to the provisions 
of the Steamboat Inspection act. I have, 
therefore, to request you to see that the 
provisions of the order-in-council referred 
to are carried out, after giving reasonable 
notice m each case " 

Annexed to this is the copy of the ordor- 
in-coiitlcil, passed at Ottawa on January 27, 
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" His Excellency, in virtue of th 
visions of the 2nd section of the act, 55-50 
Vic, chapter 111, entitled "An Act further 
to amend the Steamboat Inspection Act," 
and by and with the advice of the Queen's 
privy council for Canada, is pleased to or- 
der and direct that the provisions of chap- 
ter 7s of the Revised Statutes, " The Steam- 
boat Inspection Act," and the amendments 
thereto, together with the Canadian rules 
and regulations relating to the inspection

,The half-yearly general meeting of the 
proprietors of this bank waa held at the 
Cannon Street Hotel on Wednesday 
laBt, Sir Robert Gillespie (the chairman) 
presiding. 

Mr. S. Cameron Alexander (secretary 
and manager) read the notice convening 
the meeting, and the report and ao 
counttf having been taken as read, 

The Chairman said ; Gentlemen, I 
will assume that you will take the re- 
port and accounts as read, if there ia no 
disBent to that course. The period has 
attain arrived when your directors have 
the pleasure of meeting you to submit the 
result of the half-year ended on the 31st 
December laBt.

But whether that will prove to be the 
case or not, we can at any rate say that 
our directors are honorable men and try 
to do the heat they can for us.

The New Herniations Take Much 
Cargo From the Americau- 
Nortliern Steamers. 



That Mysterious Fire Ship in the 
Narrows — Amur to Sail 
This Noon. 



The recent regulation ail'ecting the trans 
portation of Northern freight put into force 
by the Dominion government and debating 
American stcnmeis calling at this port for 
British cargo going to the Canadian 
Yukon is having an important bear- 
ing on the business of the port. 
So far it is diverting trade into the hands 
of Canadian steamboat agents, and from 
the appearances of the las6 few American 
steamers in port, it would seem that it is 
having a detrimental etlect on the 
northern business of the Puget Sound 
Meet, for several of the vessels 
were not nearly full of passengers. Sev- 
eral Americans who were booked tosuil on 
them found out that they could not ship 
freight North bought in Victoria, ' on 
American bottoms, and they in 
consequence have bad to change 
their plans. As a result of the new 
regulation the steamer Cleveland, which 
calls here on her way North from the 
Sound to-day, will take away nearly 150 
miners from Victoria, many of them tieing 
passengers who bad been ticketed to leave 
on the steamers Australia and Queen. 
The Cleveland is a British bottom, she 
having originally been the Takusago 
Main, a Nippon Vusen Kaisha liner 
that formerly plied between Seattle 
and the Orient She is registered in 
Lloyd's, and the fad of her being 
British registry puts her in the way uf com- 
plying with the Canadian regulations. She 
is u big ship, being of 2,075 tons register 
and capable of carrying several hundred 
passengers. 

Tilt: " VICTORIAN " CALLS. 

After live years of idleness on the Sound 
the magnificent steamer Victorian, com- 
manded by Captain Patterson, formerly of 
the Alki and the City of Topeka, arrived 
here yesterday morning Hying the colors of 
the Pacific Coast Steamship Co., whose 
Alaskan service she is just entering. The 
steamer was on her first trip north, out wu 
tar from being crowded with passengers, 
there being not bver 170 odd from the 
Sound. With freight and dogs, however 
she had a goodly load. It was about 10 
o'clock when she arrived, and she remained 
over until afternoon to give those of her 
passengers desiring it an opportunity to 
secure Canadian licenses. Hie Victorian 
was built at Portland for tho Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company. She 
is '2i'.'> feet long, .'it! feet beam, 
and 15 feet hole, and was furnished with 
triple compound engines large enough for 
an ocean steamship. The steamer's im- 
mense power and line model gave her great 
speed ; but after a short timelier builders 
realized that some changes were necessary 
in order to utilize her power, and the 
steamer was accordingly laid up, doing 
little of anything since. Captains Bradley 
and McGregor go as pilots on the present 
voyage. 

THAT FIRE SHIP. 

The tug Mamie arrived yesterday after- 
noon after towing the bark Newsboy to 
Port Angeles. Her crew have no further 
particulars of the vessel which they saw on 
tire in Seymour Narrows last Saturday, but 
the general belief among them is that the 
wood work around the smokestack of the 
stranger bad caught lire, no serious damage 
resulting as the steamer was seen toget un- 
der way shortly after the tire was extin- 
guished. It was a two-masted vessel 
instead of a three-master, as at first re- 
ported. 

WILL SAIL THIS NOOpf. 

A lively scene was witnessed in the vicin- 
ity of Porter's wharf yesterday and last 
night while the steamer Amur was loading 
for her lirst trip to tin- North. She will 
leave about noon to-day with a number of 
passengers and a lame quantity of freight, 
and will ptoceed to Vancouver where she 
will take on thirty horses and a numbe] 
of dogs. The steamer has been thoroughly 
overhauled and has at present 'Jou second- 
class and 'JO tirst-class berths. She will not 
touch at any ports except Vancouver and 
Wraugel, her destination. 

MARINE NOTES. 

There being no local tugboat available, 
the American Wanderer had to he sent for 
yesterday to take the lumber-laden bark 
Melrose to sea from Esquimau. The tug 
was expected toarrive last evening and was 
to take the Melrose in tow immediately. 
The Melrose secured a crew without any 
difficulty. 

The steamer Nell leaves this morning for 
Skagway and way points, with a few pas- 
sengers and a large quantity of freight. 
Captain Oliver is in charge.

A CEMETERY SCANDAL. 

American Presbyterian Foreign Mission 
Board Involved in a Disgraceful 
Transaction. 

London, March 1. — Truth to-day, as 
a sequel to a request made its editor to 
take steps to expose an alleged scandal 
in regard to the sale of the American 
cemetery at Jerusalem by the American 
Presbyterian board of foreign missions, 
says :

But 
the action of Lord Salisbury, in having 
the pit of the English cemetery, in which 
they were buried, opened in order to re- 
cover the remains of an English officer, 
resulted in the ghastly discovery that 
all the bodies had been broken up and 
packed in small wooden boxes, so that 
neither the body of tho oflicer nor any 
body could be identified. Both the sale 
of the cemetery and the removal of the 
corpses appear to have been carried out 
in an extremely disgraceful manner."
